This document provides the concise explanation of the relevance of WO 90/15350 and 
EP 0 293 044 cited in the Information Disclosure Statement ("IDS") filed concurrently with this 
document. 



WO 90/15350 -Optical Fibre Connector 

A connector for optical fibres is made up of a coupling link and a pin which is integral with a 
cable. Said pin includes a drum from which the fibres emerge, a drum carrier, and a manipulation part 
which can be manipulated by a tool. A locking system with a bayonet is set onto the manipulation part 
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and a sleeve of the coupling link, while other linking means ensure the correct positioning of the drum in 
said coupling link. Application: optical fibres in inaccessible locations gripped by remote manipulation. 

EP 0 293 044 - Method for the Manufacture of an Optical Plug 

In the method, a retaining pin embracing an optical fibre is adjusted in a plug ferrule in such a 
way that the optically active end face of the optical fibre is aligned centrally with respect to the outer 
sheath of the plug ferrule, and the retaining pin is fixed relative to the plug ferrule after the adjustment by 
means of fixing elements spanning the gap between the retaining pin and plug ferrule. The fact that the 
adjusting elements acting on the circumference of the part of the retaining pin situated inside the plug 
ferrule produces a better coaxial alignment of the optical fibres in the plug ferrule.
